Sheriff Reads Riot A ct and H as Hose 


Turned on Mob, and General Fight 


Follow s—Many Injured. 


Mount Holly, N. J . July l b —Five I 
thousand residents of Mount Holly and 
a large portion of the residents of 
Burlington county are in a state of 
feverish 
excitement 
following 
two 
riots that occurred in th* main street 
of the county seat. The infuriated pop 
ulare B o u g h t to drive three Chinamen 
from the county. They deemed the Ce 
lestials undesirable residents of the 
city. 
Men. women and children, the bef I 
ter class being well represented, had 
flocked about Hie Chinese laundry Al 
roost every man aud boy was armed 
with a brick, a stone or club. Main 
street 
for two squares. Water and 
Garden streets for more than a squar­ 
e s t . were 
jammed with a sui Ring 
mass of humanity pelting the front and 
rear of the building and shouting to 
the three Chinamen to "come out." 
Cries of "Kill them," "Lynch them 
and “ Burn the building,” resounded 
through the streets, and Anally Sher 
Iff William W. Worrell mounted the 
steps of a building on the opposite 
side of the street and read the riot 
set. He gave the men and women ten 
minutes to disperse or 
take the con­ 
sequences." 


Turn M o ss on Crowd. 


No heed was given Hie order, and a 
few minutes later the volumed fire 
department wa* railed out. Three big 
streams of water were turned on th* 
crowd, but this only seemed to in 
furiate the crowd the more. 
About 
half of the men turned nu the firemen 
and officers with clubs. 
Scores sue 
talned more or less Injuries. 
Sheriff Worrell Immediately swore 
In twenty five of the cooler headed men 
as deputies, to assist in quelling the 
mob. tie also ordered all the saloons 
in that part of the town closed, aud 
the affair then b e c a m e a general fight, 
in which every man seemed bent on 
dealing out vengeant e to the one near­ 
est 
by. 
Bricks 
aud 
stones 
flew 
through the air like hailstones. ac 
cordiug to one of the officers, aud tutu 
dropped all through the crowd 
Although the Chinamen left the town 
and ate not expected to return. Sher 
iff Worrell is of the opinion that the 
trouble Is not ended 
The occasion 
seemed to open up all the old sores 
between the inhabitants, and the sher 
Iff said that the people aeem to be 
mad. Ile has augmented hia force and 
made other preparations lo handle any 
situation that may arise 


Origin of Trouble. 
The trouble originated between two 
Chinese factions several months agt! 
Mock How and two other Chinamen 
opened a laundry on Main street u* a> 
Garden, about half a square from the 
county buildings 
This was the univ 
laundry in the iowa and was w ell pa 
lionized for many years 
In March another Chinaman. Don 
Kan. 
rented an establishment 
and 
started a rival business 
Min k Bow 
claimed that he purchased the for 
tiler's business tor $2 0 0 , and that he 
agreed to leave the town, giving Mock 
Bow the monopoly on all the laundry 
business in that section of the county. 
It was said that Muck Mok threatened 
to kill his rival unless he left the 
town and this fact, coupled wltn the 
former conduct af Mock Bow, stirred 
the residents Kan quickly became a 
favorite 
Another Incident aroused the ire of 
the men of Mount Holly against the 
Chinamen 
Numbers of girls visited 
Mock How s laundry. Many of them, 
it la said. came from other cities and 
on occasions staved at the house sev 
eral days at a lima 
The Chinamen are said to have pur­ 
chased 
them 
costly clothes, which 
were displayed to the disgust aud con­ 
tempt of the other residents of the 
town. 
On one occasion. Mock Bow took a 
blonde haired girl. apparently sixteen 
or seventeen years old. to the office of 
a magistrate and asked that a mar 
rlage ceremony lie performed 
The 
girl. however, being unwilling to give 
a definite account of hat home and 
family, the magistrate teftiaed to mar 
I ry them. 
Irater Mock Bow la aaid to have fal­ 
len into had health Finally hit con­ 
dition became so bad that the people 
weer afraid to patronly his laundry. 
Title fact, coupled with his determine 
tion to drive 
Kau. the 
newcomer, 
away, precipitated the first riot.
